peculiar sanctity of Britain's Sabbath is to be 
maintained—then, Christian men must rise 
to the emergency of the times, and respond 
with heart and soul to the call which waxes 
louder and louder, day by day, to manifest 
the simplicity of their faith, the sincerity of 
their love, and the ‘reality of their Union in 
Christ. 

The Alliance has before it a great oppor- 
tunity, but if it is to be seized its income 
must be considerably increased—and at once.

FORMATION OF THE ALLIANCE

appealed to British Christians, and to the 
Evangelical Alliance in particular, for prayer 
and practical interest on bebalf of the 
young Evangelical Church in Russia, which, 
relieved from the burden of oppression and 
persecution, is commencing to manifest itself 
over the greater part of the Empire. Baron 
Nicolai appealed for our sympathy in help- 
ing to provide experienced and Spirit-filled 
teachers for the many congregations of Chris- 
tians in Russia, mostly composed of unedu- 
cated people. Special prayer was offered at 
the close of the gathering, which has been, 
and is being, abundantly answered. 

The Spirit of God manifesting the need in 
England was also at work in Germany and 
Russia, laying it on the hearts of several of 
God’s servants to go forward in faith and

Its object is to get hold of the 
scattered Protestants, and to group them 
together, form Churches, and train up the 
children, and it has been very successful in 
this. From spending in ite first year £85, it 
has come to require not less than £21,000 for 
ite maintenance. It has a section for work 
in the Colonies, in Algiers, in Tunis, in New 
Caledonia, and in Tonkin. 

The Free Church has its home mission 
work also, and needs some £2,600-for its 
support; while the Lutheran Church has a 
smaller work at ite charges, and several other 
organizations are kept up in various localities. 

The two organizations working among the 
priests are also to be mentioned.

PERSECUTION IN AUSTRIA. 


We have received the enclosed appeal, to which 
the Council of the British Organization are giving 
prayerful consideration :— 

In Austria we distinguish Churches recognized by the 
State and Churches which are not recognized by the 
‘State. Any Church cam ask to be officially recognized 
by the State, but conditions are so numerous and of such~ 
a nature that the life and spirit of a Church consenting to 
them would be entirely paralyzed. 

Among the Churches which are not recognieed in 
Austria are the Baptist Church, the Free Charch, and 
the Methodist Episcopal Cherch. Their existence is 
allowed by the following article of the fundamental law of 
Austria >—“' To such persoos who profess a religion not 


recognized by the State domestic worship according to 


their religious persuasion is allowed, so fur as it is not 
contrary to the law and to morality.” Two decisions of 


the Supreme Court of Justice specify this, allowing 


undisturbed worship to the persons belonging to « 
religious persuasion, but not to persons of other de- | 
norainations.

(Austria) was founded a small Meithodint Fpisecopal 
Chareh. We began to bold our services in a small chapel, 
in ap old cemeiery, which we bought. For several 
months we were left in peace, bet in May, 1899, the 
police prohibited our meetings. We presented a protest 
to the superior authorities, and three months later the 
prohibition was removed. This decree allowed us to 
hold religious services, but privately and under control 
of the police. 

With rejoicing hearts we began our services again, 
and in that old chapel were heard once more our songs 
to God. The small congregation grew, until the ten 


organized. Many sinners found their S2viour in that old 
chapel, many bearts were consoled, drunkards became

PERSECUTIONS BEGIN, 

le January of this year the enthorities of Trieste in- 
timated a decree to the Methodist pastor, Rev. Felice 
Dardi, in which they prohibited him from holding 
religious meetings, or a Sunday School or even to assume 
the title of a Methodist pastor! They prohibited him 
from entering imto a hospital, accompanying the dead to 
the cemetery, or doing anything of a religious character.

CHINA. 


The Foreign Field for October provides a valu- 
able article on China by the Rev. Dr. Barber, in 
which the writer says :-— 

“ A new danger has now to be faced by the Christian 
missionary. The whole East, and especially Chima, has 
been stirred to its depths to find an Eastern nation palp- 
ably equal to a great European power. Perfectly naturally 
China is tarning in her groping search for what she lacks 
to Japan, the conqueror of Russia. She is a willing 
learner. Thousands of her young men are students at 
Japanese universities, her regiments have Japanese in- 
structors, all her new colleges and universities have 
Japanese professors ; many of her newspapers are owned 
by Japanese companies; her markets are flooded by 
huge quantities of books translated and published by 
Japanese. She has scen that a non-Christian nation is 
great in war and moral self-reliance ; her tendency to 
see a valuable national asset in Christianity is checked. 
The danger is that she will be captured morally and 
mentally by a power which is non-Christian, if not 
definitely anti-Christian.”

they have had no opportunity to see true Christianity in 
real life. Surety this fact constitutes a lowed appeal to 
the home Churches on behalf of Nicaragua. 

Twelve years ago, alter much bloodshed, the Liberal 
party, led by General Zelays, came into power. This 
party has consistently aimed at destroying the power of 
the priests, though the Government did not at first feel 
strong enough to enact sweeping reforms. Religious 
toleration was soon proclaimed, followed in a few years’ 
trme by the promise of the Government to protect all 
religions equally, A little before this time, however, 
permission bad been given to the Moravians first to 
evangelize, and finally to found stations among the 
heathen Moskitos of Nicaragua proper. In 1894 followed 
the incorporation of the Moskito Reserve with Nicaragua. 
Remours of an anti-Protestant misson and proposed 
stttlement of nuns on the Moskito Coast were soon 
heard ; but they came to nothing, because, it seems, 
competent persons could not be found to carry om sach 
a work. Such priests as have lived on the coast have 
pot gained the respect of the people. 

In 1899 the Central American Mission of Texas 
founded at Managua what is still the only Protestant 
congregation of Spanish Nicaragua. The pricsts have 
instigated the populace to violently oppose this work 
many times, and more than once have Mr. De Roos and 
his co-workers been in danger of stoning. Meanwhile, 
in spite of the religious liberty proclaimed by the govern- 
ment, officials in out-of-the-way places repeatedly used 
their power to further Romanism. Thus at one Moskito 
village, the Commandant of the district attempted to force 
the wimionary to adopt school books tenching the in- 
vocation of the Virgin, &c. 

Last year the Liberal government considered that the 
time had come to deal clericalism a strong blow, especially 
as the country was threatened with being oversun by the 
monastic orders expelled from France and the Philippines. 
On Oct. 12th a law was passed strictly forbidding “ the 
entry into the country of individuals belonging to 
religious congregations of any sort whatever,” while 
same of the existing monastic establishments were closed, 
and in consequence many of their inmates left the 
country. Two months later a mob of infuriated 
Romanists determined to revenge themselwes on the 
Protestants, though the latter had nothing to do with 
the passing of the new law. The rioters attacked the 
mission house at Managua, and the two ladies in charge 
escaped with difficulty. The government, however, at 
once undertook to uphold religious ‘liberty, and to 
severely punish the ringleaders in the riot. The violence 


of the clerical party has only had the effect of bringing [ 


the Evangelicals into greater prominence, and of winning 


_ for them more sympathy. 


Another new law forbids the celebration of religions 
public services outside of the buildings set apart 
for that, purpose (except im the case of funerals).

PORTUGAL. 

Portugal has always been the friend of England, and 
she is far in advance of Spain in her sympathy for free- 
dom in religious matters, but in this direction curious 
anomalies are discovered, as witness the following :— 
*“ The Constitution provides for liberty of conscience, but 
the Penal Code fiercely prohibits proselytism, so that 


Protestant missionaries ought to be banished according to 


its provisions, and yet they are not! As a matter of fact, 
there is a powerful feeling in the country against persecu- 
tion, and even against the Church of Rome ; in the large 
cities at least. In the country, where the people are 
ignorant and under the influence of the priests, they are 
apt to persecute with violence. The attitude of the 
nation is one of jealousy ant vigilance against Rome's 


Church is 


corrupt that many reject her altogether, and drift into 
rationalism. fa this way, although the Government, for 
political reasons, may try to please the clericals, it is held 
back by public opinion end compelled to mc: complete, 
for individuals at least, the privilege of religious liberty. 
In the army our soldiers are exempt from confessional 
when they make known their religious belief, and are not 
marched in squads, like the others, to an observance they 
would rather shirk.” Foreign Field.

STEADFASTNESS OF SPANISH CHRISTIANS. 

Echoes of Service prints the following letter, 
which refers to the sister of the young Protestant 
soldier Grafia, whose release from prison the 
Evangelical Alliance assisted in 1902. 

Vico, Aug, tst. —Owing to the increasing years and 
illness of my husband's father and mother, resident in 
Vigo, we have been spending the last eight months in 
North-west Spain, but my dear husband was only able to 
remain a very short time. I! has been « real joy to our 
children, as well as ourselves, to be once more 
the dear people of these parts (many of whom we ha 
known in Christ for twenty years) and to see them stcad- 
fast im the faith. Some of them are grey-headed and 
nearing their heavenly home, with the joy of salvation 
shining in their faces, and seeing their children follo wing 
them as they have followed Christ. Their faithful lives 
have silenced and in many cases won to Christ their 
former persecutors. 

Grafia’s sister, who was foremost in persecuting him, 
cannot now do enough for him, and willingly listens to 
the Gospel, even allowing us to pray with her. He often 
helps in Gospel testimony at Esiribela, of which place he 
is a native, and all the town seem to try to show their 
esteem for the one whom formerly they allowed to be so 

that on two occasions he narrowly escaped 
with his life. Twenty years ago we were stoned by a 
howling mob there, but now the people show their 
appreciation of Miss Plummer and her work, and some 
seem not far from the kingdom. To come out boldly for 
Christ in that place, however, as at Bueu, would mean 
suffering. At the latter, God is working in many hearts, 
and dear Brother and Sister Smith are loved, and their 
return is longed for.—Lybia

LEE 
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EVANGELISTIC WORK AMONG GERMAN UNIVERSITY STUDENTS 


By Lepwic von Genvrett,, Steglite be: Berlin, 


Havixe now been engaged in evangelistic work among | 


German stodents for two years and « half, I desire to 
state five reasons which will show such*work to be of 
the greatest necessity. 

1. This work is necessary for the sake of the student 


himeelf. Religious and moral misery are very great 
among German students. 


At most German Gymnasia (Colleges) religious in-, 
struction is a matter merely of the head and not of the 


heart. We state with pleasure that there are exceptions; — 


bat very frequently religion is taught by tutors who 


have studied theology for a few terms, without having © 


experienced regeneration, or having gained « clear dog- 


matically well-rounded-of conviction, based on the | 


Gospel of the Apostles. In the course of the fourth or 
fifth University term, many theological students realize 
that their religious convictions are not sufficient for the 
ministry of the Church, and are honest enongh to give 
up their theological stadies. They thea mostly become 
tutors, and also give religions instruction, making use 


of their theological studies. The pupil of a higher — 


class in « gymnasium soon fecls that his teacher does 
not possess clear ideas upon the subject; that is why 
religion generally is the most uninteresting of all 
lessons, for the teacher as well as for the scholar. Even 
where the former possesses the tact not to make open 
attacks upon the Seriptures, the Divinity, and the 
miracles of Jesus, there is no life in his lessons, and the 
scholar soon notices this. The religious instruction to 
him seems not to fit in with the other scientific lessons. 
He sees nothing but a number of dogmatic sentences, 
unproved and without sense. 

He passes on to such philosophers as Schopenhauer, 
Nietzsche, and Biichner, wishing to learn something 
positive on the most important questions of life. Whole 
generations of openly-declared atheists thus leave our 
higher schools—the worst thing being that they have 
received an entirely wrong impression of what Chris- 
tianity really is, and thas consider they have done with 
it for good, with no intention of ever reverting to it. 
Men, otherwise quite intelligent, speak of Christian 
faith with the greatest ignorance and disrespect. The 
one advantage of gymuasium life, however, consists in 
its discipline, which checks the coarsest excesses of 
perverse human nature. 

But when the young fellow enters the Universities, 
suddenly a great change takes place in his life. He is 
entirely free. Public opinion, as, for example, expressed 
in the Fisegende Blatter, considered to be the leading 
respectable humorous journal, speaks of drunkenness, 
immorality, fighting, idleness, superficiality in every 
sense, debt-making, as of quite pleasant and harmless 
little irregularities in student's life. Even the very
